_ publiſhed them on the ſole Authority of W.R.' whom you term 4 Profeſſed 
_ Adverſary,pag. 8. but yet-(although che young Man hath too much Con- 
dence) he dares not ſay, It was not his Fathers: but 1 do now (as afore)

Having heard in publick Meeting, alfo by Print and Writing, that 7. S. 
and 7. were Men of evil Practices and Principles, as by a Judgment 
giv-nagainſt them (by above 60 Perſons) wherein 7. S. and 7. }. were ren- 
dred Obſtinate, Deſpiſers of Heavenly Dignities, promoting falſe pernicious 
Fealouſies, ſetting up a kind of a Standardof Separation from the Bleſſed Fel- 
lowſhip of the Churches of Chriſt, bring Confuſion tothe Churches, Theſe with 
more black Names and Terms, they ſay are #n'the Name, and by the Authe- 
rity of Chriſt ; alſo they refer to a Paper ſubſcribed by about 80 Friends in 
Weſtmorland, wherein they ſay will be found the true Nature of Impoſition. 


Which is becauſe ſome Perſons that belonged not to their Meetings, fre- 


quented them, and occaſioned Differences about G. F. his Laws ; wherefore 
the Perſons concerned, deſired that they would not concern themſelves, un- 
leſs they had any Buſineſs or Meſſage from the Lord: wherein they made 
no abſolute excluſion of any:yet this is termed by G. F. Impoſition, worſe than 
any Court, Aſſize, or Seſſions, and yet theſe Meetings were for Buſineſs, viz, 
ra':ing care of the Poor, Cc. as they were a Body, or People gathered toge- 
t1er : And for Peace ſake, fome abſented,and met apart; but propoſed that
